To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

To choose by ballot and major vote a ‘Town Clerk. 

To choose by ballot and major vote three Selectmen. 

To choose by ballot and major vote a ‘Treasurer. 

To see what method the town will take to keep ne highways, 
and bridges in repair, the ensuing year. 

6. ‘Yo raise such sums of money as may be necessary for repairing 
highways, and bridges, the year ensuing. 

7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for other 
necessary town charges. 

8. By petition; to see if the town will vote to build a hearse 
house at the cemetery on the plain, and vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray the expense; also to choose a 
committee to carry the vote into effect. 

g. By petition; to see if the town will vote to build a good face 
wall in front of the town common and around the northeast corner ; 
also to grade the common in a workman-like manner. 

10. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to carry the above vote into effect. 

tr. To see if the town will vote to rebuild the two wooden 
bridges near H. S. Reynold’s house with stone, and to see how much 
money the town will raise and appropriate for the same. 

12. ‘lo see if the town will vote to remove the wall, to the new 
lines around the cemetery on the hill, and to see how much money 
the town will raise and appropriate for the same. 

13. To choose by major vote one or more constables, collector of 
taxes, measurers of wood, surveyors of lumber, and such other officers 
and agents as the town may judge necessary to be chosen. 

14. ‘To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers, 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto.

The Cemeteries have been in the care of Percy J. 
Call during the past year. 

The righting up and resetting the grave stones has 
improved the appearance of the Cemeteries very much, 
and the work being done thoroughly, using cement 
instead of brimstone, it is hoped it will be more durable. 
The executor of the estate of Mrs. Dora C. Haseltine late of 
Lowell, deceased, has removed the wall on the south side 
of the ‘‘Old Cemetery,” and such part of the wall on 
the north side of the “New Cemetery,” on the “ Plain,” 
as was needed, and has suitably fenced the land laying 
between the two Cemeteries, thus uniting them agree- 
able to the bequest of Mrs. Haseltine, and permission 
_ given by vote of the town, and also relaid the wall on 
the three sides of the “Old Cemetery,” which is an im- 


provement. The land thus enclosed, and given to the

town has been cleared of trees and bushes at an expense 
of $15.25. 

On the ninth day of June last, the 150th anniversary 
of the incorporation of the town, Hon. George Wilson, 
ex-mayor of New Bedford, Mass., a native of the town, ~ 
made the very munificient offer of one thousand dollars, 
($1,000.00), as a permanent fund, the income to be used 
in the care of the Cemetery on the “ Hill,” where his 
ancestors are buried—provided—the town will vote to 
accept the gift on the conditions he would mention. 

November 8th, 1892, the town voted to accept the gift 
on the conditions mentioned. Mr. Wilson being in- 
formed of the action of the town, immediately sent his - 
check for one thousand dollars, ($1,000.00), which is 
now on deposit in a savings bank in Nashua. 

It is with gratitude we acknowledge the kind remem- 
brance of Mr. Wilson for his native town in this very 
generous gift. 

The committee would also gratefully acknowledge the 
receipt of the generous contributions from Mr. Wilson, 
of $100.00; from Mr. C. J. Simpson, Somerville, Mass., 
of $25.00; from friends in Lowell, Mass., and in town, 
amounting in all to $230.00, for present use, to fertilize 
and beautify the Cemetery on the ‘ Hill.”

In some of our schools marked improve- 
ment and advancement have been made, not attempting 
merely to pass over the pages of the text book, but to 
comprehend and thoroughly understand the work. We 
were pleased to notice the interest and thoroughness at- 
tending the study of Physiology and Hygiene, accom- 
panied by illustrations on the board, besides miscella- 
neous exercises, developing physical and mental powers, 
including calisthenics, general questions and answers, 
embracing topics of valuable information and research, 
engaging the attention and interest of the whole school, 
much to the pleasure and satisfaction of those who wit- 


nessed the exercises,
